To Ue Kditoy of the “Cueva Math.” 


A CHINAMAN, returned from a port in 
A Annam, bas nade certain statements 
regarding late events in that country to the 
following etiect . 

The Freuch Naval Expedition, he says, 
after capturing Trmg-king, were about to 
restore the country tothe Annunese. Just. 
then, however, it happened unexpectedly 
that a certain werchant, having had &qnar- 
rel with un Amnmunese official, was execute 
Ly thé Annamese Gavermment. It is 
that merchant was Hang Tai-luk (Nz Chi 
Lock) who had eoue from the Santh 
(Straits) and wns a British subject. After 
his execution, the Annamese officials suid 
that they were really unaware at the tine 
of the nationality of that person, But the 
French officials on the spot are said tu have 
dAcclured that if wasn cade which concerped 
and te have argued that, having now 
seven years had w Treaty with Annan 
regarding the opening of the trade rente to 
Yuunan, which after all had not been vpen 
od yot, they had now eorne with their gun- 
hoats to have this matter altended to, yet, 
as Hung Tai-lek, a British xubject who had 
in asndden fit of inpanity acted in an ex 
traordinary manner, had hean put te danth 
by the Annatmese, the probability new was 
that England wonld take advantage of this 
case to suterfere in the whole atfair > but 
whereas this trade route had already beeu 
taken in band by France, which hud doue 
fa muok fam ity dh nsyht now be senpesnitedy 
to prevent: Engfand using this pretest to 
iuterefere aud dispute the coute which 
would then have reverently to by offered hy 
the Annamese to the Enghsh, ant that 
therefore the interests of both, Annam and 
France, hal Leen grievously injured. 

“The above statements have been mide to 
ts in all civeutastanthdity, but thinking 
then over carefully they appear to be like 
ill-founded gossip. Hung Tailuk was bat 
A commercial adventurer, & Chinaman by 
birth, though he guve himself out fer x 
British subject. But there is no pin 
whatever for this assertion, At tho tine 
the French troops were sti] in Tonquin, 
aul the provinend authorities of Annam 
were at the tiie anxiously engaged in 
guarding and protecting the country, Tai- 
Tuk, however, acted in sich a recktess man- 
her as to cause people Lo suspect and dread 
liu, so ‘hat these in charge of the peace of 
the locality could not possibly allow hin 
to continues his proceedings, Their actien 
was .therefore entirely in accordance with 
the requirements of international luw. As 
to England, she invariably acts in an honest 
and straightforward manner and in a apirit 
of amity towards othor countries, 80 that 
the above suggestion ie too trifling to de 
serve her consideration; and as to the 


French utticials they cortainly never used { 


the words attributed to them as above, If 
there were, however, really such words 
used, they bore probably quite 2 different 
construction, ‘und the probubility is that 
the persun who heard something of the 
sort misunderstood the purport, and thus 
falsitied the meaning he put in the mouth 
of the Freneh officials. As to the opening 
of the trado route te Yunnan, England 
would indeed be strong cnonygh to secure it, 
but in our opinion England is eure to select 
a different route for the purpose, and will 
decline to appropriate tho work already un- 
dertakon by others or purposel frustrate

They must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 feet 
Jong, 1 foot broal, L foot deep, weigh mare 
than Dfig., nor be sinaller than 3 in, by 2 
iv. Such parcels may be wholly closed 
if they bear this special endorsement, 
Parex., Coxtaisixc No LbtTER, but any 
yurcel may be «pened by direction of the 
Postinuster General. In the Case of Parcels 
for India a declaration of contents and 
yalne is required, a printed form for which 
in supplied gratis. The Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insulliciently ked or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (as bandhoxes, 
&c.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indizo, Dyestutts, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever ia dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become oifensive or injurious in 
truusit.
